WASHINGTON, Feb. 9.—By a vote of 


36 to 25 the Senate tbia afternoon took 
action in favor of the proposed Ha- 
waiian cable. 
Twenty-four of the 


twenty-five voting in the negative 
were Democrats, the one Republican 
was Pettigrew of South Dakota. Of 
tboae who voted in the affirmative 
twenty-seven Republicans, six Demo- 
crats and three Populists. At first it 
was feared that the Senate would be 
divided on party lines, most of the 
speeches in opposition being from 
Democrats, and those in favor of the 
measure being from the Republicans. 
Senator White of California, was one 
of the Democrats who voted in the 
affirmative. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 9 —By the de- 


cisive vote of 36 to 26 the Senate 
decided today to inaugurate the pro- 
ject of laying a cable from the Pacific 
Coast to Hawaii. An amendment to 
the diplomatic and consular appro- 
E 


riation was made, giving $500,000 for 
eginntng work on the cable and 


authorizing the President to contract 
for the entire work, estimated to cost 
$3,000,000. This was the first practical 
result coming from the intermittent 
Hawaiian debate, lasting more than 
a year, and renewed with intensity 
the last week in connection with the 
proposed cable. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 9.—The diplo- 


motic appropriation bill will probably 
go to the House on Monday for con- 
ference in Senate amendments. As 
conference reports are privileged, it 
will doubtless cause immediate con- 
sideration. There will be a hot fight 
In the House on this cable amend- 
ment. It will be strongly opposed by 
McCreary, chairman of the Commit- 
tee on Foreign Affairs, by Hooker, 
member of that committee, by Chair- 
man Bayers of the Appropriations 
Committee, and other leading Demo- 
crats. The flgbt for it will be led by 
HIM, the ranking Republican member 
of t':a Foreign Afiairs Committee. 
Bo.'jfelle of Maine, aud the entire Re- 
publican side will support it" 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 9.—Celso Csesar 


Moreno, well known here and in San 
Francisco, is again trying to secure 
an extension of the cable charter 
granted himself, Leland Stanford, 
Senator Miller, Hopkins, 
Alvord, 


Flood, Irwin and others in 1876. Mo- 
reno asserts that the House will never 
grant a subsidy or appropriate any 
money for building the cable, but 
thinks they may renew his charter. 
He has been actively working upon 
McCreary, Hooker and other members 
of the House. Moreno does not exert 
much influence, however. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 11. —A bill to 


incorporate the International Pacific 
Cable Company, for a cable from Cali- 
fornia to the Hawaiian Islands and 
thence to Japan and other points in 
the Pacific and the mainlands of Asia 
and Australia, was introduced in the 
House today by Representative Chas. 
W. Stone, of Pennsylvania. 


The incorporators are William Al- 


vord, Samuel T. Alexander, Hugh 
Craig, W. H. Dimond, Alfred 8. Hart- 
well, Edward B. Pono, Jonn C. Irwin, 
Ray btone, A, C. Hawes, Herman 
Oelrichs, Charles R. Bishop, G. W. 
McNear, Louis B. Parrott, W. M. 
Buckner, C. I. Taylor, O. D. Baldwin, 
Henry F. Allen, W. J. Adams, John 
D. Spreckels. 


The bill proposes to give the com- 


pany the right to hold the requisite 
connections in the land offices ami 
stations, and to exercise such powers 
as may be granted by any other gov- 
ernment, with the 
provision that 


nothing in the action shall be con- 
strued to commit the United States 
Government to any financial liability 
or guarantee of carrying out its con- 
tracts. 
The capital stock is to amount to 


$5,000,000 in 50,000 shares of $100 each, 
with the right to increase the stock to 
200.000 shares by a vote of two thirds 
of the stock, and the shareholders are 
to organize when $1,000,000 of stock has 
been subscribed for and 10 per cent, of j 
the subscription paid in. Nine direc- I 
tors are to constitute the board, to I 
serve three years and hold their meet- j 
ings in the United Slates. The bill I 
includes an authorization for 5 per 
cent, bonds to the amount of $20,000,- 
000, to constitute a first lien on the 
property and provide for an annual 
report of the company's affairs to the 
Secretary of the Treasury. 


The cable project has been the work 


of Admiral John C. 
Irwin, who re- j 


cently retired from active femre, and 
at whose request Mr. .stone Introduced 
the bill. Admiral Irwln ha* H\t,en 
eive interests In Hawaii and .J»pan. 
Of the other incoiporatorn H u r t w e l l 
is a; prominent lawyer of Honolulu, 
who was In Washington in 1891, 
ing In the interests of a cable, (

and the others are prominent Califor- 
nia business men. 


It is understood the incorporates 


will endeavor to obtain subsidies from 
the governments interested, and will 
try to secure the patronage of the 


United States 
for 
their company. 


Keprtfaeuiative Stoue says ho la hear- 
tily lu fuvor of the Benatu provision 
for a cable survey, and does not think 
the plan for incorporation of thla com- 
pany need Interfere with the Govern- 
ment's course, or is necessarily antag- 
onistic to the Senate plan. 


The bill is the outcome of the pri- 


vate cable schemes of four years ago. 
The new company bad no connection 
with the cable amendment adopted by 
the Senate Saturday. 
That action 


means the construction of a submarine 
cable by the 
Government of the 


United States as a quasi-military 
work, bnt open to commercial busi- 
ness at regular rates, exactly as in the 
case of a postal telegraph system, 
should one ever be adopted. 


If the cable scheme which passed 


the Senate with flying colors should 
get through the House, which is 
somewhat doubtful, the new cable 
company will have nothing to do. If 
the Government cable scheme fails, 
the ne(V company will be on hand at 
the next session and the subsidy 
scheme will be pressed for all it Is 
worth. 


Senator Perkins, who was to have 


introduced a similar bill in the Sen- 
ate, said tonight: "I shall not intro- 
duce It until we dispose of the Senate 
amendment providing for an appro- 
priation of $600,000 to begin work on 
a cable. 
It the Government will 
build a cable to Hawaii, of course we 
are willing to let it do so." 


Admiral Irwin, the originator of 


the project, said: 
"The American 


terminus will probably be in a small 
cove Dear Monterey, Cal., and run to 
Honolulu and thence directly to 
Japan, with a station on Midway Isl- 
and, owned by the United States, 
about a thousand miles west of Ha- 
waii on the direct road to Japan." 


Minister Tburston, of Hawaii, was 


waiting in the corridor for an oppor- 
tunity to talk with Representative 
Stone. He seemed to be very much 
pleased to learn that the bill bad been 
introduced. 
Speaking of the incor- 


porators, he said to the Chronicle cor- 
respondent that he knew several of 
the gentlemen interested in the pro- 
ject, and that they were all men of 
the highest business standing. 


.Hugh Craig, on being interviewed 


in regard to the bill, said: "Its object 
is to ask simply for permission to in- 
corporate under the laws of the United 
States and nothing else. 
No subsidy 


will be asked for. 
''Having obtained this permission 


the Incorporators would then ask con- 
cessions from the Russian, French, 
Japanese and Hawaiian Governments 
in order to gather funds sufficient to 
lay the cable on such routes as are 
necessary. 
"Such concessions being obtained 


they will be in possession, when the 
next Congress meets, of all the ueoes- 
eary facts to lay before It to serve as 
arguments in favor of further assist- 
ance from the American Government. 
"The plan contemplated is to build 
££"t ft connecting cable from Calif or- 
nia to Honolulu, thenco radiating to 
Japan and Australia. 
'The Japanese Minister here inti- 


mated bis strong desire to assist the 
proposition and of communicating 
with his Government relative to the 
necessity of granting assistance. 
"The Russian and French legations 


have not yet been seen, but from 
the fact that the French already have 
a cable from Australia to New Cale- 
donia on a direct line to Honolulu, 
and from the further fact that the 
French in Honolulu recently informed 
the Hawaiian Government that such 
a company was anxious to proceed 
with its cable to Honolulu, shows the 
sympathy of the French Government, 
while the warm interest taken in the 
proposition by the Russian Govern- 
ment in '90 leads us to believe that 
subsidies can be obtained from both 
those governmental'

letter; had no communication from 
him after sending him to the residence 
of W. O. Smith ; first saw him agaiu 
on the Monday following the affair at 
Bertelmann's; locked him up on Mon- 
day afternoon; was forced to put 
another man in bis place on the night 
of the Kakaako affair. 


Cross-examined by Markham — 


You have been in the employ of the 
police department as a special secret 
policeman for most of the time since 
1893; 
do not know whether yon were 


a witness during the conspiracy case 
of Walker, St. Clair and Crick ; you 
were laid off from time to time be- 
cause the expenses of the Govern- 
ment were too heavy; presume you 
gave me badge of special police which 
you jiold before me now ; It is of the 
same kind I have bad locked up in 
my safe; we have had several conver- 
sations together but I cannot state 
positively where each one took place; 
to my recollection you have always 
been paid for your services; when 
President Dole went to Hawaii I 
think I told you your services were 
not needed until he returned; think 
we have had several talks on the roy- 
alists ; do not remember whether it 
was in November or December ; I re- 
member that you told me something 
about "trouble brewing;" you were 
sent to W. O. Smith's residence on 
New Year's eve; remember saying I 
would back you up when you told me 
you wanted to defend yourself against 
Tom Walker, who had threatened 
your life; remember of 
receiving 


some kind of message from you 
through the postoffice; do not remem- 
ber of your telephoning to me from 
Waikiki that you wanted a pass in 
order to get into the city ; do not re- 
member President Dole entering the 
room at the-police station when you, 
W. O. Smith and I were there ; em- 
ployed you when there was money 
enough to pay you; it is probably 
true that I "went for" you and told 
you, 
as well as all my other men, to 


do something and not to be talking all 
the time; should have been glad had 
you given any evidence worth any- 
thing ; have not examined you since 
your arrest; you came in from Wai- 
kiki and I had you locked up; was 
not able to send for you and to get 
your report of what you saw at Wai- 
kiki ; placed a great deal of confi- 
dence id you: sent yon to residence of 
President Dole because of that fact. 
On re-direct examination Marshal

NEW YORK, Jan. 30. - A eabJi 


opeclal to the Sun from Ix>ndon nays 
Tbe little fishing smack Wlldflowe 
sailed into the barboi ot Lowestoft o 
the east coast ot England this after 
noon with a handful of survivors, whql 
were all that remained of the shlp'qj 
company of 400 souls who sailed 
twenty-four hours before from Bremen 
bouni for New York. Few of th 
great tragedies of the sea were mOl 
terrible than the fate of 380 men| 
women and children who went down] 
in the North sea this morning in the] 
wreck of the steamship Elbe. 


The disaster befell the great ship' 


almost without warning. She was 


pursuing her course just before day- 
break'through a rough sea and half a 
gale, which blew bitter cold. Otndr 
vessels were in sight, with, which 
were exchanged signals. Suddenly 
there was a crash, and in a moment 
the Elbe lay helpless on the water, 
cut half in two by a smaller steataer, 
which struct her almost amidships. 
How it happened no one on the larger 
vessel lives to tell, Tor all who are 
known to be saved were below dedks 
when the collision occurred. 


Tbe bow, which struck the liner, re- 


mained a few moments Wedged in the 
great rent which It 'had made. The 
sea soon tore the two ships apart. The 
smaller one, badly damaged and 
almost helpless, drifted away and did 
not even learn with what ship sbe bad] 
been in collision. She Is the Scotch 
steamer Cralthie of Aberdeen, 471 
tons. Late this evening she crawled 
into the harbor of Mass Luis, near] 
Rotterdam. 
It was quickly realized on board the] 


Elbe that her wound was fatal and 
that she could not long survive. Th 
blow tore open all the middle com-] 
partments, and a flood of water; 
quickly sank the engine and boile 
rooms to the water's edge. Borne pas 
sengers were undoubtedly killed in] 
the berths, especially some of those 
in the second cabin, for the staterooms 
were smashed to bits and some of the 
passageways were blocked by debris. 
All but two or three of the 240-passed 
gers were in bed Few failed to realize 
that a serious disaster bad befallen 
them, for the shock was terrifflc 
throughout the ship. Within a few 
moments all who were able to escape 
from below reached the deck. 


The first lifeboat that floated was 


quickly filled with men and womenj 
but capsized before it got ten yards 
from the side. One young woman in 
this boat clung to it until picked up 
by the second boat, which in the only 
one known to have escaped. She wae 
the only woman snved, for in the wil 
scramble at the very last only menj 
and all but four of these officers an 
crew, secured places. These on thii 
boat say they saw one more boatl 
of about twenty get away from th 
ship before sbe sank. Before they] 
cast ofT the Elbe had keeit-d over to 
sharp angle and settled very low in] 
the water. Sbe went down stern find 
when the survivors who reache 
Ixrwestoft were only a few rods away. 


Advices by cable and letter sho 


beyond ashadow of adoubtthat Henry! 
Castle and his daughter were among 
those who were drowned on the Elbe 
They also indicate that Mr Castle was] 
a passenger on the steamer in con 
sequence of his sense of duty, that n 
the hour of his country's peril, hi 
place was with his fellow countrymen.

lean residents. He hoisted the Amer 
can Sag, and virtually established an 
American protectorate.

'story of the Intrigues of Cleveland an 
Gresham to restore the Queen is too] 
fresh in the public mind to need re

er, with full power, and his first act 
was to haul down the flag whichl 
Stevens had raised. 
His next was to 


take testimony of all the disaffected 
Royalists and to furnish a repp

Stevens defended bis position and 


his acts with much ability, and after 
his return he prepared several open' 
letters, showing that his acts were all 
within bis power as Minister.

waiian correspondence submitted to 
the House today Secretary Gresbam 
states that the department had no in- 
formatlou in regard to arms having 
been furnished by British subjects to 
persons in rebellion against the Gov- 
ernment of tbe Hawaiian Islands, but 
in a telegram from the United States 
Minister at Honolulu, dated January 
llth, forwarded by way of San Fran- 
cisco, Mr. Willis says : "Arms are re- 
ported to have been brought from 
Vancouver by the Norma." 


The department has no information 


in regard to any intervention by the 
representatives of Great Britlan to 
prevent the application of martial law 
by the Hawaiian Government to those 
concerned in the recent rebellion who 
claim to be British subjects, or of any 
foreign representative whatever in tbe 
case, other than a statement contained 
in a note from the Hawaiian Minister 
January 20th, that the British Min- 
ister at Honolulu, Mr. Hawes, has 
called upon the Government of Ha- 
waii to give him assurance that no 
capital punishment will be Inflicted 
upon the insurrectionists, there being 
fifteen 
Englishmen 
under arrest, 


which requested assurance the Gov - 
eminent had refused to give. 


Under date of Honolulu, November 


10th, Minister Willis transmitted to 
Secretary Gresham the following note 
of tbe same date from Minister Hatch, 
the Hawaiian Minister of Foreign Af- 
fairs, adding that when be received it 
be had telegraphed the Secretary the 
facts briefly 
"Department of Foreign 
Affairs, 


Honolulu, November 10th.- Sir: In- 
formation has just been received at 
this office tending to show that a 
filibustering expedition against this 
Government is being fitted out in San 
Francisco and that one of tbe follow- 
ing steam vessels, tbe Rosalia or the 
Alexandria, will be used for the pur- 
pose. 
Tbe information points more 


strongly to the latter. I desire to ask 
the good offices of your Government to 
prevent the shipment of arms on these 
vessels for such purpose. 


F. M Hatch." 


"On tbe 19th inst the Hawaiian 


Charge d' Affaires called on the de- 
partment at my invitation, and in re- 
ply to an inquiry said be bad no in- 
formation tbat arms had been or were 
to be shipped from San Francisco for 
use against the Government of Ha 
wail." 
Following this correspondence with 


Willis ttrere was an exchange of notes 
between Secretary Gresbam and Mr. 
Thurston, the Minister here, which is 
interesting mainly because of the in- 
sinuation by the fatter that tbe pres- 
ence of an American warship at Hono- 
lulu would be acceptable. Thurston 
wrote January 20th • 


"Sir —I have the honor to inform 


you that I have received from my 
Government telegraphic communica- 
tions stating that the insurrection in 
Honolulu is broken; that several of 
the leaders and the remaining follow- 
ers are fugitives in tbe mountains, 
and tbat tbe British Commissioner at 
Honolulu, Mr. Hawes, has called upon 
the Government of Hawaii to give 
him assurances that no capital pun- 
ishment will be inflicted upon insur- 
rectionists, there being fifteen Eng- 
lishmen under arrest, which requested 
assurance the Government has refused 
to give him. A man of-war at Hono- 
lulu has been recently tbe subject of 
discussion in the press and elsewhere. 
It does not He within my province to 
suggest any course of action oil the 
part of the United States concerning 
such subjects. I feel, however, that it 
is due your Government and to the 
large American population and prop- 
erty interests in Hawaii to state that 
although the Government of Hawaii 
is, and will continue in the future as 
it has in the past, fully able to main- 
tain itself from tbe attacks from do- 
mestic enemies, m view of the serious 
nature of tbe charges now pending 
agaiust a large number of both for- 
eigners and natives, and of other com 
piicating conditions, the state of 
affairs at the Islands Is critical, as in 
the event of further insurrection or 
complication, although the Govern- 
ment will use every endeavor to pro- 
tect foreign citizens and their prop- 
erty, it is not impossible that sudden 
contingencies may arise or isolated 
acts of violence take place, against 
which the Government, with Its po- 
lice and military force, may temporar- 
ily be unable to afford protection." 


In his reply, on January 20th, Sec- 


retary Gresham said 
"On receipt of 


a dispatch from Mr. Willis yesterday 
morning on the subject of tbe upris- 
ing, which was immediately given to 
the press, a warship was at once or- 
dered to proceed from San Francisco 
to Honolulu to afford needed protec- 
tion to any Americans entitled to It. 
That fact was also announced by the 
press Saturday afternoon and this 
morning, and I naturally supposed 
that the announcement had attracted 
your attention "

sentence as transmitted was ap- 
proved by President Dole. 


Mr. Ashford's imprisonment does 


not include hard labor. His health 
has been impaired-, for some time, 
and his present condition would 
preclude the infliction of such pun- 
ishment. 


The following brief sketch of the 


military and civil life of the pris- 
oner previous to his residence in 
the islands will be timely: 


V. V. Ashford was educated for the 


law, bat joined tbe Union army when 
barely sixteen, and served two years 
in Virginia, under Sigel, Hunter and 
Snwdan, and before-Jhe was eighteen, 
was promoted to a commission in a 
regiment (21st New York Cavalry), 
which was sent to the recruiting camp 
by Sheridan after the battle of Win- 
chester, with but seventy-eight offi- 
cers and men out of 1200 who had 
marched into Virginia tbe previous 
year. After the surrender of tbe Con- 
federate armies in the East, the 21st 
served one campaign in the Indian 
war, in the department of the Platte. 
He subsequently spent some time in 
active service in the 46th Canadian 
Regiment on the frontier, during tbe 
period of the Fenian invasions. He 
was among tbe volunteers in Colonel, 
now General, Lord Wolseley s expe- 
dition to the Bed River of the North. 
He served in every erade from private 
soldier to field officer in the 47th 
and 17th British Regiments of-the- 
Llne 
and 
the 
13th 
Hussars, 


In connection with 
the 
Officers' 


Training Schools, established by the 
British War Department in Canada, 
and has the highest certificates ever 
issued from that branch of the De- 
partment, having been under the per- 
sonal instruction of such men as Col- 
onels Longhry, McKinstry, and Soame 
Gambia Jenyns, all since Lieulenant- 
Generals. He was a particular friend 
of tbe latter, who, as Captain of the 
15th 
Light Dragoon Guards, led that 


regiment in the charge of tbe "Six 
Hundred" at Balaklava. He was for 
several years a subaltern, and after- 
wards a Troop Commander in tbe his- 
toric Northumberland and Durham 
Squadron, and later Captain and Ad- 
jutant of tbe 3d Prince of Wales Royal 
Dragoon Guards, and when he left 
Canada for Hawaii, in 1884, ranked on 
the army list as Captain and Bt. Major 
of Cavalry. Up to that time his occu- 
pations in civil life were mostly con- 
fined to engineering (railroad survey 
and construction) and to the publish- 
ing trade—both newspaper and books. 


Mr. Asbford came to Honolulu 


about 1884 and has been a prac- 
ticing attorney since that time, 
and until recently in partnership 
with his brother, C. W. Ashford 
Some time during the year of 1886 
his former military experience led 
to his election as Colonel of the 
Honolulu Rifles, succeeding W H. 
Aldrich.

Friday, when called upon to

Hitchcock called upon that official, 
who informed the Marshal that he 
did not feel called upon to take any 
action in the premises.

DIPLOMATIC COMPLICATIONS. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 11.—The Herald's 
Washington special says : 
Hawaii 


may be called upou for an apology and 
indemnity as a renult of the alleged 
action of the Dole Government in ex- 
iling J. Cranstoun, American citizen, 
without trial. 


Some excitement was created at 
the State Department today by re- 
ceipt of a dispatch from the U. S. 
Commercial Agent iu Vancouver, 
Wm. Peterson, confirming the press 
dispatches concerning the banishment 
of this man from Hawaiian territory. 
The dispatch was short, but it was 
fUfHcieut to create a stir. 
It read in 
this way: 


"The 
British steamer Warrimoo 


arrived today, having on board J. 
Cranstoun, a destitute citizen of tbe 
United States, banished from Hono- 
lulu without trial." 


Tbe action of the Hawai an authori- 
ties is regarded as one of the most 
serious phases of tbe recent trouble in 
tbe Paradise of the Pacific. 
Admin- 
istration officials have anticipated tbat 
difficulty would arise with the Dole 
Government, in which Americana 
would be involved, but they have 
never believed that President Dole 
would go BO far aa to dare to banish 
American citizens, at least until after 
they bad had a fair trial. 


Should later information bear out 


the contents of Mr. Peterson's tele- 
gram today, the United States will 
follow its usual course ami demand an 
apology and full indemnity for dam- 
ages sustained by Cranstoun. 


Minister Willis has been instructed 


to furnish the Department with full 
details, and it is expected that the re- 
port will soon reach Washington. 


The authorities are not at all wor- 


ried at the advices contained in the 
press dispatches today, that the Ha- 
waiian Government has not yet made 
a reply to the request of Minister 
Willis to defer the execution of cer- 
taiu condemned men, reported to be 
all citizens of the United Slates. 
When he has forwarded all the facts 
to Washington, for they believe that 
the Dole Government will not dare to 
disregard the request, especially with 
the Philadelphia in tbe harbor of Ho- 
nolulu. 


A BAD REPUTATION. 


SEATTLE (Wash.), Feb. 11.-John 


Cranstoun, the man who threatens to 
enter a claim for damages against the 
Hawaiian Government for banish- 
ment from the country, is well known 
in this city, having worked for about 
five years for tho Seattle Transfer 
Company as foreman of the dray 
teams aud also been in the drayiag 
business for himself, In which he 
failed. He bore an unsavory reputa- 
tion, both in business and domestic 
affairs. 
He is considered by those 


who know him well to be unscrupu- 
lous in all his dealings, and for this he 
was discharged from the employ of 
the transfer company on April 1, 1894 
After being discharged he remained 
In the city until the latter part of 
May. He was in hard straits when 
he left, and barely had enough money 
to take him to Honolulu. 
His friends were not at all surprised 


when they heard that he had taken 
part in the rebellion, and say he is 
just the man to get into such affairs. 
Many predicted that he would get 
into some kiud of trouble when he 
went to the islands. 


Cranstoun isan Englishman, having 
been born and raised near I/ondon, 
and is believed only to have declared 
his intentions, and not to have been 
fully naturalized. He Is described aa 
being inttusely Eugliah in all his 
thoughts and actions. 


During his residence In this city, 


Cranatoun had several shady transac- 
tions with dissolute women, and about 
three years ago was buncoed for about 
S-000 by one of them. Cranstoun de- 
serted his wife aud babies for this 
woman, who, when she hail fleeced 
him of hiH la-t cent, threw him and 
hln clothes out of her house.

Thuretou, the Hawaiian Minister, be- 
ing asked whether he had any infor- 
mation concerning the alleged sen- 
tencing *o death of some of the leaders 
of the late Hawaiian insurrection, and 
whether in his opinion such sentences, 
If given, would be carried out, made a 
statement from which the following 
is extracted : 
" If there is any particular policy in 


which the Hawaiian Government has 
erred in the past two years it has been 
in having been too lenient in dealing 
with those who have continuously 
schemed to overthrow it, first by strat- 
egetic diplomacy and then by force. 


"From its inception the Govern- 


ment lias exhibited a leniency toward 
its enemies that is unparalleled in 
history. Tbia extreme leniency has 
been a feature of the administration 
of Dole, which has caused criticism 
from many of his strongest supporters. 
I will state a few facts in substantia- 
tion of what I say : 
"The penalty for treason from the 


foundation to the overthrow of tbe 
monarchy was death and confiscation 
of all property. On tbe 20th of Janu- 
ary, 1893, three days after its creation, 
tbe Provisional Government passed an 
Act providing an alternative penalty 
for treason of fine and imprisonment, 
and otherwise mitigating the harsh- 
ness of the former law. 
"Again, although the revolution of 


1894 was caused by the attempt of the 
queen to abrogate the constitution 
and disfranchise nearly every person 
connected with the new Government, 
she has since been treated withj.he ut- 
most consideration by the Govern- 
ment. She has been allowed to occu- 
py her comfortable residence iu Hono- 
lulu within a block of the I'xecutive 
Building in peace and without mo- 
lestation, although she ha* unceasing- 
ly, publicly and privately, plotted tor 
the overthiow of the Government,, 
and finally made an arsenal in whiih 
were discovered forty rifle*, two dyna- 
mite bombs, pistols, swords and am- 
munition in quantities. 


"Again, although Liliuokalani has 


made no claim for compensatioo, the 
Annexation Commissiou, in the in- 
terest of harmony and to avoid even 
the appearance of harshness, secured 
the insertion in the proposed annexa- 
tion treaty of a clause giving her an 
annual pension of $20,WO, and until 
she began to openly work for tbe 
overthrow of the Government, the 
salary 
which she bad^. received as 


queen continued to be paid to her by 
the Provisional Government and un- 
til Princess Kaiulani came to Wash- 
ington to work for restoration she also 
continued to receive her former allow- 
ance. 


"The ex-queen has twice applied to 


the Government for protection against 
supporters of the Government whom 
she feared might do her harm, one of 
the times beinit when she was in the 
act of negotiating with Mr. Willis for 
her restoration and the overthrow of 
the Provisional Government. Upon 
both occasions a squad of police was 
detailed to guard her from harm for as 
long a period as she desired. 


"Her only response to all this treat- 


ment has been the beheading proposi- 
tion made to Minister Willis ami a 
continuous plotting to overthrow the 
Government, 
culminating 
in last 


month's insurrection. 


"The royalists have been allowed 


and have repeatedly availed them- 
selves of the privilege to associate un- 
molested in the public pquare in front 
of the Executive Building at Hono- 
lulu and unrestrictedly to pass such 
resolutions as they chose, condemn- 
ing 
tbe 
Government, 
protesting 


against anuexation, against tbe con- 
stitution and tbe Republic, and de- 
claring in favor of the restoration of 
the monarchy. 


"One of the serious features of tbe 


situation in Hawaii is that a number 
of leading insurrectionists are what 
may be called 'professional revolution- 
ists.' The rank and file are ignorant 
dupes. Wilcox, tbe military leader 
in tbe last Insurrection, whose doings 
on tbe island in the past decade bave 
proven him to be a turncoat, ready at 
any minute to support the side which 
best suited bis purposes, is cited as 
one of such a class. 
"This is a fair sample of the mater- 


ial of which tbe leaders aud organiz 
ers of the late insurrection are com- 
posed. Most of them are foreigners. 
Their class and character is that kind 
which 
furnished 
the commune in 


Paris and the anarchists' riot at Chi- 
cago. 
"What is the Government of Ha- 


waii to do? Is the Government to 
condone every offense that can be 
committed against a government, 
and upon capturing insurrectionists 
in the act of shooting down its citi- 
zens, allow them to a^ain go free to 
repeat the operation at the first con- 
venient opportunity? 
"Amid hostile environment, amid 


opposition, treachery and revolution 
at home and depressing e fleets of con- 
tinuously 
hostile 
influences 
from 


abroad, President Dole and his associ- 
ates, to the best, of their limited pow- 
ers and with all the wisdom with 
which Ood has endowed them, are 
maintain ing tht-ir outer breastworks 
of civilization in the Pacific, with a 
reserve 
consisting of a handful of 


professional and business men, me- 
chanics und clerks. 


"The policy is noL hnw t" achieve 


revenge. 
It Is how to prevent Ha- 


waii Irom gravitating into the cata- 
logue of clironlc revolution. The gos- 
pel ot forgiveness and forN'urunce has 
oee.n practiced. Whatever measures 
are taken, tbe while men who organ- 
ized the late insurrection and fur- 
nished the arms therefor, hut had the 


j it'troilness to keep out u! sl^ht when 


there wan flghtlujj to be done, will he 
held to an equal degree of responsibil- 


ity with their native companions, 
who bad at leunt the uiaullneBH aud 
courugo to attempt to carry out their 
111-conceived plan; 
aud further, I 


kuow that Abraham Ijiucoln did not 
POBHBHM a more patleut, loving, kindly 
disposition 
than 
does Hauford It. 


Hole; itml there does not exist iu the 
I'uiled Htatett today a more geueroutt- 
t>pirlted, peace lovlug, forgiving and 
uurevengeful commuuity than that 
residing in Honolulu aud furnishing 
the leaders of the present Govern- 
ment."

I to go outside and 
sit on beach; several other prisoners 
were there; know Markham by sight; 
first saw him at 4 o'clock sitting on 
beach alongside prisoners behind us; 
did not see him as be came there; he 
talked to rebel natives; he walked 
around some and sat down; some 
prisoners were in back and some in 
front; Ross, Peterson and a couple of 
strangers were in room with Mark- 
ham; there were guards -over them; 
don't know whether Markbam waa 
there through nigbt or not; when 
report came of Carter's shooting, Bar- 
tow came out and spoke to Markbam 
about it; Markbam was talking to 
some of these natives; just general 
conversation; saw him next morning 
at 7 o'clock in tbe yard; Markham was 
out there when we went out; we were 
sent to Waialae at It) o'clock that 
morning. 
Greig told him to guide us 


over to Waialae; wasn't close to us 
prisoners; when we started to go to 
Waialae he did uot go with us; he was 
talking to Greig; did uot wee him 
handle any of the jiiius. 


Cross-examined by Ka-ne:—Mark- 


ham told us he waa u prisoner; a, gun 
was uot given him; \vas under guard 
part of the time; took it for granted 
he was a prisoner; waa outside at time 
of accidental shooting inside the hou-e; 
don't know whether tie was a police 
ortlcer. toldier, or anything else. 
J. Macdouald: -Was at Kaalawai on 


Suuday, January 6th; was taken pris- 
oner hy lour aruicil men; kuow Mark- 
ham; was walking iuto camp with 
some natives wheu I first saw him; he 
came up and sat down voluntarily; 
did not seem to be under guard; said 
he was a prisoner; was caught at Ber- 
telmann's bouse while visiting his 
sister j, had no coat on; seemed to be a 
prisoner on parole; be walked about 
and talked with rebels; Markbam waa 
somewhere in front room during even- 
ing; after 10 o'clock we came out of 
our room; saw Markbam; at 11 o'clock 
he was sitting in front of Luckenville 
and me in an armchair; Barlow came 
in and spoke to Markbam iu native; 
made out that some one bad been shot; 
asked Markham what they were talk- 
ing about; received tbe answer that 
President Dole, while going over the 
Pali toward Koolau, had been cap- 
tured by the rebels; Markham sat 
down aud after a little, Wilcox en- 
tered the room; when he went out he 
was followed by Markham; as tbe lat- 
ter reached tne door a guu aud car- 
tridge belt were handed him by a boy; 
do not remember boy; saw Markbam 
next morning about 7 o'clock ; came 
walking from direction of Diamond 
Head; in evening prisoner wore brown 
overcoat; am positive he had uo such 
coat on in afternoon; in the morning 
returned without the coat; foot wear 
seemed pretty well covered with coral; 
shoes seemed scratched and white; 
we were sent to Waialae about 9

Plaintiffs grantor of a water right had al- 


ready parted with one-half of the water 
by a lease whose term was unexpired. 
The lease contained a recital that the 
other half of the water was already 
leased to another party. Held, that 
plaintifl being merely the reyersioner 
of a water rieht coald uot britg the 
action—it not being for an injury to 
the inheritance. 


OPIUIOJJ OF THE COUBT BY JCDP, t'. J. 


The 
plaintiff 
claims 
that de- 


fendants have diverted the water to 
which she is entitled for her land in 
Panoa, Honolulu, her right to same 
being eight hours flow of water from 
a spring called "Kaaikahi," on every 
Sunday morning from 9 o'clock a. 
m., to 5 o'clock p. m., and the Com- 
missioner was asked to settle and 
decide the controversy. The defend- 
ants put in an answer wrongly called 
a "Disclaimer:" by the Commissioner, 
denying that they have interfered 
with any water rights of the plaintiff 
in Paaoa, Oabu, and averring that 
the complaint does not state what 
land in Panoa is entitled to the pre- 
tended water right 
of 
plaintiff. 


Among other evidence plaintiff in- 
troduced a conveyance dated the 8th 
September 1894, from Mele Keoki 
(w) and her husband N. Eeanini 
Haole to C. W. Booth and Anna 
Long, conveying the water right set 
forth in the complaint. On the part 
of the defendants there was intro- 
duced a lease dated the 10th Jane 
1891, by the said Mele Eeoki aod her 
husband N. K. Haole, to Kwong Ung 
and Hang Chew, demising to them 
for the term of ten years a piece of 
land in Paaoa. Oahn, held under 
Royal Patent No. 5644. The lease 
reserves a house lot oat of this land, 
and contains a mutual "agreement" 
(T) that "of the wat<r that flows from 
tbe spring on the land hereby leased 
one tjalf shall belong to the piece of 
land now leased to Akoi—that is the 
second of my (the lessor's) pieces of 
land in Paaoa, and one half of the 
water shall belong to this land here- 
by! teased." 


Mele Keoki testified that the land 


demised by the above lease contained 
the spring called "Kaaikahi," and 
was entitled to the water for eight 
hours each Snnday from 9 a. m., to 5 
p. m., &e. 


The Commissioner rendered judg- 


ment in favor of defendants. On 
the appeal, which is taken npon the 
record sent up, the plaintiff's coun- 
sel makes the following points: (1) 
Can defendants jnstify, as to one- 
half of the water, nnder the lease 
which has been introduced to show 
that plaintiff's grantor had previous- 
ly parted with one half of her inter- 
est T 


('2) Is an alleged lease not intro- 


duced, evidence to show that she had 
previously parted with the other one- 
half? 


(3) Is there a non joinder in that 


C. W. Booth is not made a party ? 


The last point was not made by 


defendants and so we pass it by. It 
was curable by amendment. 
We 


think the Commissioner was right in 
finding that tbe plaintiffs grantor, 
Mele Keoki and husband, had parted 
with all their interest in the water 
from tbe spring "Kaaikahi" before 
she made the conveyance to C. W. 
Booth and Anna Long. As detailed 
above the lessors demised tbe land 
containing the spring and half of the 
water to Kwong ting and Hong 
Chew, and six years of tbe term re- 
mained nneipired. The lease recited 
that the other half was already de- 
mised to Akoi. 


It was not necessary to put in evi- 


dence the lease to Akoi. Mele Keoki 
waa bound by the recital made by 
her in the lease to Kwong Ung and 
Hong Chew—she conld not 
nor 


could her alleged grantee dispute it. 
Being recorded it pnt Mrs. Long on 
enquiry. 
See Keawe v. Parker, 6 


Haw. 498; Wade on the law of 
Notice, Chap. IV, "Notice from title 
papers." p. 134. 


It is stated by plaintiffs counsel 


that it does not appear in the evi- 
dence that defendants are the hold- 
ers of the lease to Kwong Ung and 
Hong Chew, and so far as it appears, 
the defendants are mere trespassers. 
But the lease contained no covenant 
against assignment and no claim is 
made of forfeiture for non-payment 
of rent or breach of condition. Mrs. 
Long IH in DO better position than 
defendants, for she is merely tho re 
vcrHiocsr of a water right already 
demised to third parties. Her right 
to sue is limited to injuries to thf> 
inheritance, wbioh is not thifi case.

OPINION OF THE TOUKT BY B K ' K E K - 


TON, J. 


This case was heard at the Novem- 


ber Term of the Circuit Court of the 
First Circuit, having come there on 
appeal from the District Court of 
Honolulu. The jury fonnd a ver- 
dict of guilty against tbe defendant 
Kanikn, and a verdict of not gnilty 
in the cases of the other five defend- 
ants. A motion for a new trial in 
the case of Kaniku was argued and 
overruled and the matter comes here 
on a bill of exceptions. The grounds 
raised in tbe motion for a new trial 
were: 


First. That the verdict was con- 


trary to the law and the evidence. 


Second. That one of the jurors, 


after the prosecution bad closed its 
evidence, bat before all the evidence 
in the case had been pnt in,—was 
heard by an outsider to say to de- 
fendants "One of yon is (hewa) 
guilty," and also "Bepent ye for the 
Kingdom of Heaven is at hand." 


Third. That one of the jurors was 


a poundkeeper. 


Fourth. That one of the jurors 


had not taken the oath required by 
Art. 101 of the Constitution. It ap- 
pears that the juror has taken the 
oath since the trial. 


As to the first point, after a care- 


ful review of the evidence, we find 
that it is ample to warrant the jury 
in finding as they did. 


As to the second point, which may 


be properly termed misconduct of 
jurors, tbe affidavits of Frank Pabia, 
F. Kamka Pahia, _Kakona (k), 
Kimona, Kaimi and Kaimawaho, set 
forth that one, John Noble, one of 
tbe jnrora in the case, said to the de- 
fendants (presumably daring recess) 
at the Court House, while the case 
was going on and before the evidence 
was all in, "One of you is hewa" 
(guilty) and advised them to repent. 
Kaimawaho 
in his affidavit also 


states that he heard both John Noble 
and 'Kaapa (also one of the jurors in 
the case) say tbe same thing to the 
defendants. The affidavit of Frank 
Pabia states that ne heard John 
Noble say this to the defendant at 
tbe Court House and in the presence 
of other jurors, and some strangers 
on the 7th of November, which was 
seven days before tbe trial. These 
affidavits are undenied. This was 
undoubtedly improper conduct on 
the part of these two jurors, bnt the 
question for us is, was it such mis- 
conduct as would require us to order 
a new trial. 
The use of 
such 


language before the trial and in the 
presence of jurors might tend to 
create prejudice or bias against the 
defendants or any of them and cer 
tainly such language, when used dur 
ing the time the trial was in progress, 
would indicate that those two jurors 
had formed and expressed an opinion 
as to the gnilt of one of the defend- 
ants before they had heard all the 
evidence in the case on both sides. 
It would also seem from tbe affidavit 
of Frank Pahia that the juror Noble 
had formed an opinion and express- 
ed it before he had heard any evi- 
dence at all. 
These declarations 


certainly showed bias on the part of 
these two jurors. The conduct of 
these jurors was not that of unpre- 
judiced and unbiased jurors. 
"A 


new trial has l>een granted on ac- 
count of expressions made by a juror 
to bis fellows showing such prejudice 
against tbe accused as unfitted him 
for a juror." 


Thompson on Trials, Sec. 2557. 
"Where the misconduct was of 


such a nature that prejudice miglu 
have resulted from it, a presumption 
of prejudice arises, which, unless re- 
butted by tbe successful party, will 
require the granting of a new trial." 


Thompson on Trials, Sec. 2617. 
It is not only the fact that the 


mind of one or more jurors was 
biased and prejudiced against any 
or all of tbe defendants, and that it 
might work an injustice against the 
defendants, bnt it 
might be the 


wrongful influence of these jurors 
over the remaining jarort against a 
fair and impartial consideration of 
the case on its merits, which the de- 
fendants in every case are in every 


j way entitled to. 


In thecaheof Maria Kaanaana v. 


Keahi (k) et al. decided by this 
Court October 19, 1893, it is held that 
a new trial bhonld be ordered on the 
ground of misconduct of tbe jury, 


, certain jurors having held conversa- 


, tions with parties defendant showing 


, hostility against them. In that case 
1 this subject is fnlly discussed by the 
; Conrt and the conclusion arrived ut 


j is supported by

! authorities, and we adopt them as 
1 npp^ing to the case at bar. We are ot 


the opinion that the grounds held to 


I b« sifficient for ordering a new trml 


j in the nbovo cited cape are not a* 


strong as tbe grounds in the 
bur.

should be ordered. 


Having foupd sufficient grounds in 


this exception for ordering1 a new 
trial, it would make no difference as 
to how the Court might hold on the 
two remaining exceptions, the object 
of the motion for a new trial having 
been gained by the defendant; we 
therefore do not pass on them. 


The verdict as affecting tbe de- 


fendant Kanikn in set aside, aud n 
new trial is ordered in his case

WASHINGTON, Feb. s. -Affairs ua 


Hawaii have taken a turn that bus 
caused the interference of the United 
States Government again, as is made 
evident by two telegrams sent to Con- 
gress by the Preside at today. The 
first ia from United States Minister 
Willis to Secretary Gresham, dated 
Honolulu, January 30, and wired from 
San Francisco February 6, reading as 
follows: 


"The revolt was over on the 9th. 


Casualties—Government 1, royalists 2 
The court-martial convened on the 
17th has tried thirty-eight cases, and 
200 more are to be tried: Daily arrests. 
GaHok, former Minister, and 8eward, 
Minister and major-general of the 
army, both Americans, and Riokard, 
an Englishman, are sentenced to death. 
All were heretofore prominent in pol- 
itics. T, B. Walker, formerly of the 
United States army, imprisonment for 
life and $60,000 fine. Other sentences 
are not diclosed, but they will proba- 
bly be death. 
'There is a bitter feeling here and 


threats of mob violence which the ar- 
rival of the Philadelphia yesterday 
may prevent. 


"JLaliuokalani was made a prisoner 


on the 16th. On the 24th she relin- 
qished all claims and swore allegiance 
to the republic, imploring leniency for 
the Hawailans." 


In response to the above Secretary 


Gresham addressed the following tele- 
gram to Mr. Cooper, United States 
Dispatch Agent at San Francisco: 


"Forward the following by the first 


steamer to A. S. Willis, United States 
Minister at Honolulu: 'If American 
citizens were condemned to death by 
the military tribunal, not for actual 
participation in the reported revolu- 
tion, but for complicity only, or if 
condemned to death by such tribunal 
for actual participation, but now, after 
in open aod fair trial, with an oppor- 
tunity for defense, demand a delay of 
execution. In either case report to 
your Government the evidence relied 
upon to support the death sentence.

NEW 
YOKE, Feb. 8.—The Sun's 


special from Washington sin s: Latest 
Hawaiian correspondence forwarded 
to the Senate today by the President 
discloses a remarkable conflict of the 
instructions sent out by the Suite De- 
partment with those issued by Secre- 
tary Herbert to Admiral Beanls>lee at 
the time of the Philadelphia's 
ure from San Francisco. 


Admiral Beaidslee has been ordered 


by the Navy Department to follow a 
certain line of policy which, if he 
obeys it explicitly, will preveut Min- 
ister Willis from carrying out Secre 
tary Gresbana's latest orders contained 
in the message sent yesterday which 
is to be forwarded by ihe first steamer 
sailing for Honolulu. 


Secretary Herbert in his letter to 


Admiral Beardslee stated that the 
purpose of his vit.it to Hawaii was to 
protect the 
lives and property of 


Ame-ican citizens. He was expre-sJy 
told, in case of civil war in the Isl- 
ands, "to extend no aid or support, 
moral or physical, to any of the par- 
ties, but to keep steadily m view your 
duty to protect the lives of all such 
citizens as shall not by their partici- 
pation in any civil commotion, forfeit 
their right to the protection of the 
American flag.1' 


"An American citi/,eii, ' said the in- 


structions, "who, dunrg the rebellion 
io a foreign country, participates in au 
attempt, by force of arms or violence, 
to maintain or overthrow the Govern- 
ment, cannot claim the protection of 
the United States Government from 
the consequence of such act." 


Admiral Beardslee was told to show 


these instructions to Minister Willis 
and to confer with him freely 


Today the President senaS to the 


Senate the copy of a cablegram seut 
to WilIiH, w Inch instructs him "to de- 
mand the delay of ttie execution of 
the Americans found guilty of par- 
ticipating in the recent, attempt of 
revolutionist" to up»et the Govern- 
ment" 


This message w^a a -tartling dis- 


closure to the official* who know of 
the instructions given to Admiral 
Beardslee and which he is bound to 
stand by, no matter if called upon by 
Minister Willis to support him by 
force in preventing the execution of 
the sentences passed upon the two 
Americans referred to in his last dis- 
patch as having been sentenced to 
death for the part they took in the 
revolution. 


The >Tavy Department cannot, un-

WASHINGTON, Feb. 6.—Teller of 


Colorado took up some general phases 
of tbe Hawaiian question. He said 
that by rules of international law tbe 
United States was bound to protect Its 
citizens domiciled in Hawaii, even 
though they were enlisted in tbe ser- 
vices of tbe existing Government. 


Teller's argument was with a view 


to showing that Secretary Herbert 
bad erred in ordering that tbe Phila- 
delphia, recently sent 
to Hawaii, 


should not afford protection to United 
States citizens who were serving un- 
der the existing Government. The 
Senator said the Secretary of the 
Navy had virtually announced that 
Americans In Hawaii who assisted in 
maintaining peace would forfeit tbe 
protection of the United States. 


In closing, Teller said. "I will pre- 


dict the next Administration, be it 
Democratic, Republican or Popullstic, 
will see to it that the Hawaiian Isl- 
ands are a part of this Republic and 
that the flag of the United States flies 
over them as it does over us." 


Morgan turned bis attention to the 


latest dispatch of Mr. Willis. He de- 
fined our policy of non-intervention, 
and in so doing be asked wbat tbe 
United States Senate would do if Mr. 
Kolb sought to forcibly assert his 
right as Governor of Alabama, and in 
doing so a citizen was killed. In that 
case it was not for the United States 
Senate or the Federal Government to 
act. And so with Hawaii. We bad 
no concern with her affairs. If Hawaii 
made a mistake she must abide by it. 
For himself, Morgan said, he would 
have more respect for Hawaii if she 
shot a traitor than if she forgave him. 
But the best thing for the United 
States to do was to keep out of this 
new phase of the subject. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 26.—President 


Cleveland's policy toward Hawaii was 
sustained by tbe Senate today by a 
vote of 24 to 22. The resolution was 
offered by Vest as an amendment to a 
previous resolution on tbe subject by 
Allen, and is as follows : 


Resolved, That while the people of 


the United States earnestly sympa- 
thize with the effort to establish re- 
publican institutions wherever that 
effort is made, they reaffirm the policy 
of non-interterence, unless by agree- 
ment, with theaffUirsof other nations, 
and lecognize to tbe fullest extent the 
right of every people to adopt and 
maintain their own form of govern- 
ment unawed and uninfluenced by 
foreign dictation. That the adminis- 
tration of President Cleveland in 
maintaining this policy as to our for- 
eign relations deserves the approval 
and support of the American people " 


The vote was on party lines, with 


the exception of Pettigrew (Republi- 
can), 
of South Dakota, who voted 


with tbe Democrats. By a singular 
coincidence this one vote carried the 
resolution, as it would have failed on 
a tie had the vote been on strict party 
lines. Tbe action today practically 
disposes of tbe Hawaiian question in 
tbe Senate, although it is expected to 
receive attention from time to time on 
the various pending resolutions criti- 
cising the administration. 


A dramatic episode was injected into 


ihe early proceedings of the day by a 
spirited reply from Lodge, of Massa- 
chusetts, and Frye, of Maine, to the 
criticisms of Mills, of Texas, yester- 
day, in alleging that mercenary mo- 
tive* inspired tbe New England Sena- 
tor in their support of Hawaii. Frye

ONE PRISONER TRIED 


Pleads Guilty and Commission (Joes 


Into Secret Session 


The Military Commission devoted 


the principal part of Friday to se- 
cret sessions. Thecaseof Kaimimoku 
was taken up in the morning and very 
promptly disposed of in consequence 
of the prisoner pleading guilty to the 
charge of misprision of treason pre- 
ferred against him. 


The prisoner did not care to make 


a 
statement 
and Judge-Advocate 


Robertson gave a review of the case. 
He said Kaimimoku went to Diamond 
Head Sunday afternoon, January Oth, 
and returned about 2 o'clock. He saw 
the arms and preparations that were 
being made for the fight but said 
nothing to the officials. The prisoner 
was an industrious fellow, having a 
stall in the fish market, but he was 
unfortunately somewhat of a revolu- 
HonUt and had been connected with 
the Wilcox revolt in 1889. 


The prisoner admitted that tbe 


statement of the Judge-Advocate was 
true and lie had nothing to say in 
defense 


As there were no cases ready for 


trial the Court was cleared and the 
Commission devoted the remainder of 
thp lay to private

WASHINGTON, Feb. 7.—It is prob-

Cable Company for the construction 
of a telegraphic cable between tbe 
United States and Japan by way of 
Honolulu. 
Senator Perkins of Cali- 


fornia will introduce the bill in the 
Senate and Representative Charles 
Wilson of Pennsylvania in the House. 
Admiral Irwin is the moving spirit in 
the matter. Others who will probably 
be named as incorporators are C. R. 
Bishop of Honolulu, General Dimond 
is also largely interested, as well as 
Hugh Craig of San Francisco, William 
Alvord, president of tbe Bank -of 
California, Louis Parrott, George W. 
MeNear, as well as H.~T. Allen, 
another San Francisco banker, and 
Herman Oelrichs, tbe late Senator 
Fair's son-in-law. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 8.—The bills to 


charter the International Pacific Cable 
Company were not introduced in 
either branch of Congress today, for 
the reason that it is expected that the 
Senate will tomorrow vote on the pro- 
position for a route for an American 
cable to Hawaii. 


Senator Perkins said this evening 


that the bill would probably be with- 
held from either branch of Congress 
until it is ascertained what may be 
done with tbe proposition now pend- 
ing before tbe Senate. He said, bow- 
ever, that everything was In readiness 
and watting the favorable opportunity 
to come. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 6.—The Hawai- 


ian question in general and the Ha- 
waiian cable in particular were the 
main themes before the Senate today. 
The Diplomatic Consular Appropria- 
tion bill was taken up and would have 
been quickly disposed of except for 
the item of $500,000 for immediately 
beginning cable construction between 
the United States and Hawaii. Mills 
of Texas made a point of order against 
the cable proposition which is likely 
to rule it out, but the decision was 
withheld until the Senators could 
further debate Hawaii. 
Hale ad- 


dressed the Senate in favor of cable 
connection with Hawaii. 


"The annexation of Hawaii is sure 


to come, cable or no cable," said Hale. 
The Senator spoke of the efforts of 
Great Britain to build the Hawaiian 
cable, and said we should not permit a 
foreign power to get this advantage. 
Vest and Palmer asked the cost of the 
entire cable. 
Hale said he had care- 


ful estimates made by cable experts. 
The distance along the 
surveyed 


route was about 2,100 miles. 
The es- 


timates showed the cost to be about 
$10,000 to $12,000 per mile. 
This 


would make a total coat of $2,500,000 or 
$2,600.000 for tbe entire cable. 
Hale 


said the recent unfortunate events on 
the islands and tbe debates in Con- 
gress emphasized the need of a cable, 
and he considered the time opportune 
to commit the Government to the 
simple plan. 


Allen suggested an amendment that 


tbe Hawaiian cable should always re- 
main under Government ownership 
and control. Allen asked what differ- 
ence there was between this proposi- 
tion to construct and own a cable and 
Government ownership of a railroad. 


Platt read from President Cleve- 


land's message in 1886 urging the im- 
portance of close relations with Ha- 
waii, and saying tbe importance of a 
cable should not be overlooked. In 
1888 
Mr. Cleveland again urged on 


Congress the desirability of establish- 
ing a submarine cable to Hawaii. 
President Harrison had recommended 
similar action. 


Butler asked if Hawaii was willing 


the United States should build the 
cable. 


Perkins said he happened to be able 


to answer that question. 
He was just 


back from San Francisco. 
Before 


leaving he was called on by the Min- 
ister of Foreign Affairs of the Hawai- 
ian Government, who urged the great 
desire of that Government that the 
United State1- Miould undertake the 
building of the cable, at Hawaii did 
not want Great Britain to control it.

In the course 
of his remarks Perkins declared "that 
tbe United States needed a new and 
strong administrative policy, one 
which would restore "old glory" to 
the seas. We were now paying $100,- 
000,000 annually for carrying on our 
trade in foreign ships. The urgent 
message of Secretary Gresham to 
Minister Willis as to tbe death sen- 
tances of Hawaii had to be taken by a 
British' ship flying the flag of St. 
George. 


Morgan supported the cable amend- 


ment. Referring to Mr. WlUis' latest 
dispatch Morgan said it strikingly 
illustrated;,the need of speedy com- 
munication between the Hawaiian 
and the authorities here. 


The Senator declared that Great 


Britain was secretly endeavoring to 
wrest from the United States the great 
coaling station, Pearl Harbor, in Ha- 
waii. Thia was granted to tbe United 
States in consideration of the reciproc- 
ity treaty with Hawaii, and yet Eng- 
land was now moving to secure that 
harbor in connection with her cable 
concessions, and the President of the 
United States had advised the grant- 
ing of the concession. It was part of 
Great Britain's development of her 
sea power; part of her determination 
to control the Pacific; part of her plan 
to plant herself on Hawaii as tbe Gib- 
raltar of the Pacific. 


"It is vital that we act, and act at 


onoe," said Morgan impressively. 
"I 


would rather see every rule of this 
Senate broken than to have this 
amendment fall. Strong as tbe case 
of Hawaii was to us she would not 
much longer be kicked about the 
American Congress. She would at 
last reluctantly turn to Great Britain."

Baker made an objection to Captain 
Camara on account of a certain bill 
handed to him by tbe latter which he 
refused to pay. Captain Camara said 
he had forgotten all about tbe matter 
so he was allowed to retain his place. 
The prisoner did not want counsel. 
In pleading guilty to the charge of 
misprision of treason and the specifica- 
tions thereto, he made an exptauation 
of his position. On the Sunday of tbe 
outbreak at Waikiki, Charlie Clarke 
called at bis house and told him the 
ex-Queen wished to see him at Wash- 
ington Place. Upon arriving at her res- 
idence be was told to go to the home 
of a certain Hakalaau. When he 
reached this man's 
house he was 


given a revolver and told that he 
would find out what it was for before 
long. On the way out to his home 
be saw the armed men of the Govern- 
ment going toward Walklki. This 
frightened him and he hastened to 
hide his revolver in a Chinaman's 
banana field. The prisoner stated 
that he had known nothing of the 
outbreak previous to the time that 
the revolver had been handed him by 
Hakalaau. 


"I plead guilty to the charge and 


specifications," said tbe prisoner, "but 
I ask for tbe mercy of tbe Court. I 
have been a hard working man all 
my life and for two years, up to the 
time of my arrest, I was working for 
the California Feed Company. I was 
offered a job pn the police force some 
time ago by Deputy Marshal Brown 
but declined because I was under ob- 
ligations to Mr. King of the California 
Feed Company. Did not go into this 
uprising with any Idea of getting a 
job under Liliuokalani for I was well 
fixed already. All I want to say is 
that I was deceived by Charlie Clarke 
and I admit that I was wrong in not 
Informing the Government ot what I 
knew." 


Judge-Advocate Robertson could not 


agree with Baker's account of his 
wanderings. He had evidence that 
the prisoner knew of the distribution 
of armf, but lie wai willing to "let 
ibe mailer go at that, ' pleading with 
the prisoner for the leniency of the 
Court

KOHALA, (Hawaii), Feb. 14—For 


the last two or three days the 
weather has been cold and rainy. 
About noon on Wednesday, the 
13th inst., a shock of earthquake 
was felt.

The wave trav- 
eled from east to west.

The Eva brought a cargo of gen- 
eral merchandise.

schooner, the W. Morrill, from 
Victoria, B. C., for the Japan sea, 
put in at Mahukona for five tons 
of ballast. 
She carried sixteen 


men.
